Oats are little cultivated, but the 
whole country is covered with a growth of wildoats, 
affording the best of pasturage until tho winter sets 
to. 
Th* fruit crop is always excellent sad abundant, B 
and many growers are taming their attention to the 
grape vine, which to that climate ii found to do r* 
tnaiksbly well. 


It Lu been discovered that excellent coft* can be 
made in the ordinary way. substituting the seeds of 
asparagus for lh* usual coffee bean. 
Til* suggestion 
come# from Liebig, the illustrious German chcuiia(, 
who considers the beverage superior to tea or coffee 
for those who do not take much exercise. A writer 
to the London Gardner’* Chronicle wa# led to teat 
asparagus a* a aubatitute for coffee. 
He says;— 
The young ahoot* I first prepared were not agree­ 
able, having an alkaline taste. I then tried the 
ripe seeds ; tiles* roasted and ground made a full- 
flavored coffee, not easily distinguished from fine 
Mocha. 
TU' seeds are easily freed from the berries 
by drying thew to A cool oven, and then rubbing 
them on a sieve.w 


The idea is uot a bad one, and as the beverage 
from asparagus seed is quite as good as Mocha, and 
can be obtained as cheaply as acorns or chickory 
(large quantities of which aru no doubt sold for 
ground codec) it would be worth while to have the 
experiment hied this side of the water.
